A Yonkers Labor Leader 
Makes a Racist Apology 


NOW I KNOW WHY 
THERE has been no independ- 
ent action by the organized 
workers against the racism 
which characterizes official Yon- 
kers. I heard the reason right 
from the mouth of the leading 
white trade unionist in that 
busy Hudson valley industrial 
center — Charles Hughes, presi- 
dent of the CIO Textile Work- 
ers Union local in Yonkers’ Al- 
exander Smith Carpet Co. mills. 

Brother Hughes was a speak- 
er at a memorial meeting to 
James and Wyatt Blacknall, two 
Negroes murdered by a retired 
racist Parkway policeman. He 
told 2,500 persons—mostly Ne- 
groes—in the County Center at 
White Plains last Monday that 
his union was “practicing toler- 
ance. I suppose he meant that 
members of his union’ would 
not shoot a Negro for attending 
a meeting for seeking employ- 
ment in the. industry. 


“Not all of my fellow union- 


ists have accepted the respon- 
sibility for treating all our bro- 
thers as equals,” Hughes* apolo- 
gized. His antidote to the ra- 
cism jm his union was “educa- 
tion.” 

“But that is a slow process, 
Hughes said, “painfully slow to 
the Negroes.” 


IT WAS too slow in West- 
chester to the tune of some six 
murders of innocent Negroes by 
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Westchester County policemen 


during the past three years. But . 


if the Negroes can continue to 
furnish the human sacrifices to 
the racists who periodically cel- 
ebrate their fascist cults with 
Negro blood, then Hughes and 
his fellow labor bureaucrats will 
continue their preaehments for 
tolerance. 

Like a patronizing “good 
white man,” Hughes thought out 
loud with the aid of a loud- 
speaker that “the Negro people 
have been long-suffering and 

tient.” But .... “if I were a 


egro, he declared, “I would - 


be resentful, I would be indig- 
nant> I would be rebellious.” 
However, since his mirror and 
our white supremacist society 
tells him every day that he is 
NOT a Negro, the best he can 
do about the racism which is 
the applied policy of govern- 
ment and free enterprise is to 
preach “tolerance.” 

Hughes was willing to do 
everything under the sun but 
fight for the full freedom of 
the Negroes, which is the only 
way to fight for the unity of 
the Negro and white workers, 
many of whom are his union 
brothers.

Hughes was echoed by Walter 
Kirschenbaum, of the Jewish 
Labor Committee, whose clever

C. E. Wilson, who resigned as 
czar of war mobilization on 
March 31, revealed last Decem- 
ber that the military had demand- 
ed $85 billion for fiscal 1953, or 
$34 billion more than they were 
eventually allotted in the Presi- 
dent’s budget. 

In a press conference after he 
resigned, Wilson said the mili-

There is widespread opposition 
to the arms program.

THE ADMINISTRATION, of 
course, will go the limit in trying 
to have the cut restored.
